At the last annual town meeting the following vote 
was passed: 

“Voted that the selectmen be authorized to investigate 
the wants and needs and what 1s necessary to start a band, 
and report the same in the next town report.” 

In pursuance of the above vote we have performed our 
duties and beg leave to report: That the Saranac band now 
have in their possession fifteen coats in fair condition, but no 
caps or pants, and the following i: struments, which were pur- 
chased with money donated by the public, which we are in- 
formed they w turn over to the town to become their 
property, provided the town vote to establish a band and 
raise sufficient money to properly equip and support it:

1 B flat baritone 
2 E flat alto horns 
1 bass drum 

1 snare drum 

1 pair cymbals 

Most of these instruments are in good condition. 

We further find that several musicians who formerly 
played in the band, reside in Littleton, will join the band and 
use instruments that they own. 

That there are a number of young men who desire to 
learn to play and join the band, who have instruments. 

That there are a number of musicians of good character 
and steady habits living in other towns who would be glad 
to move to Littleton and play in the band if they could pro- 
cure work. Some of these are solo clarionet, cornet and 
trombone players and are much needed if a first class band 
is to be established. These men are carriage painters, house 
painters, shoe-makers, etc., who should readily obtain em- 


ployment.

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The Kilburn Guards will allow the band to use their 
armory for band purposes on certain nights of the week that 
will not interfere with their use of the hall for other pur- 
poses, free of expense. 

From the best information that we can obtain, we are 
of the opinion that a good band can be established which 
wili give free band concerts the coming year, every week 
during June, July, August and September, at an expense of 
not exceeding $500, and that in subsequent years an appro- 
priation of $300 will maintain it. It will cost about $200 to 
repair such old instruments as need repairing, and purchase 
the necessary new instruments and music.

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CURRENT COMMENTS. 


In the fiscal year now ended, the aggregate of criminal 
prosecutions entered in the local court is notably small. Last 
year the total was twenty-nine, and this year it is thirty-one. 
None of these offences was of a very gross or startling char- 
acter. The population of the town being, according to the 
last census, four thousand and sixty-six, and the prosecutions 
of all offiences on the part of residents being sixteen in num- 
ber, we have the gratifying result that the prosecutions 
shown are only one for every two hundred and fifty-four 
inhabitants in the entire year. 

The amount of fines and court fees reported as paid this 
year are two hundred and eighty-three dollars and seventy- 
two cents. Orders upon this fund by the Selectmen for ex- 
penses of prosecutions in two cases in which the cost was not 
chargeable to the county, and could not be collected of 
respondents, and a trifling incidental charge for legal blanks, 
amount to eleven dollars and seventy-three cents, which de- 
ducted from the total of two hundred and eighty-three dol- 
lars and seventy-two cents leaves a balance of two hundred 
and seventy-one dollars and ninety-nine cents, which has 
been paid into the town treasury.

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REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


Observation of the increasing interest in our library and 
reading room each year, adds to the conviction that no ex- 
penditure of the town affords more of profit and of pleasure 
to so large a number of the people as that apportioned to the 
purchase of approved books. 

While a large proportion of the readers choose fiction, 
still the amount of substantial reading required of the mem- 
bers of the numerous literary clubs is not realized by those 
outside of such organizations and they find our library rea- 
sonably well supplied with historical and biographical works 
together with books of travel and those devoted to social 
questions. 

The first substantial bequest of one thousand doliars 
from the estate of the Hon. Harry Bingham has been received 
through the courtesy of the Hon. John M. Mitchell, executor 
oi the estate, and invested in securities approved for invest- 
ments of Savings Banks in New Hampshire. It is hoped 
that we may have established in the near future a fund, the 
income of which shall be used for the purchase of books 
other than fiction. 

The number of books loaned reached 16,768 of which 
$2 per cent. was fiction, 8 per cent. history, biography and 
travels, etc. Six hundred and thirty-nine volumes have been 
added during the year. One hundred and fifteen volumes, 
including one rare old one, were presented by C. F. Eastman 
and family; 48 volumes by B. W. Kilburn; 44 volumes by 
D. C. Remich; 25 volumes by A. 8S. Batchellor; 2 volumes 
by Ida Farr Miller; 1 volume each by J. H. Benton, Jr., C. 
hk. Corning, Heath & Co., Ogilvie Publishing company; 2 
volumes by the Friday Club. <A valuable old book, “Acts of 
the First Session of the Second Congress,” has been donated 
by C. A. Farr. A copy of “Life of Chevalier John Paul 
Jones,” published in 1825; and a set of Harper’s Weekly, a 
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portion of which covers the Civil War period, valuable and 
desirable also as references, have been presented to the library 
by Mrs. Lois Caswell of Waterford, Vt. “Outing” has been 
added to our list of periodicals through the kindness of W. 
H. Mitchell and F. H. English. “The Ladies Home Jour- 
nal” is given by Mrs. W. H. Mitchell and the “Outlook” by 
Hon. D. C.Remich. ‘Christian Endeavor World” by Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society. 

Since the closing of the Y. M. C A. rooms we have had 
the use“of much of their literature. The book committee 
have purchased 254 volumes, 42 of which replaced worn 
ones; 44 addresses, sermons, etc., by native authors have 
-been bound ; and duplicate copies of the most popular fiction 
have been supplied. 

The trustees have accepted with thanks the kind offer 
of the Hon. F. D. Currier, M. C., to furnish the reports of 
the Department of Agriculture, Smithsonian Institution, Geo- 
logical Survey, Bureau of Education, Consular Reports, all 
of which are valuable works of reterence, 28 volumes of 
“English Men of Letters,” Larned’s “History for Ready 
Reference,” Phillips Brooks’ “Life and Letters” are among 
the more substantial additions to the library this year; 
while our reading room contains the best there is in period- 
ical literature.

To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of the Littleton 
Fire District. 
Gentlemen: 

This Department has responded to 35 alarms for the 
year ending February Ist, 1902, six bell and 29 still. Only 
one of these calls has been outside the Precinct against five 
last year. The damage as nearly as could be ascertained at 
the 34 within the Precinct limits has been only $163, making 
an average loss of $4.79 7-17. 

Thirteen hundred and fifty feet of hose has been laid the 
past year by the Department, 500 feet of which was used, 
and have also used 18 chemicals at a cost to the Precinct of 
$122.69, an average of $3.50 19 35 for each alarm. 

The total fire loss for the year ending Feb. 1, 1901, was 
$2,300, and the average cost for each alarm was $9.36 3-7. 

The purchase of 1000 feet of cotton hose and the dis- 
posal of 500 feet of old leather hose, making a net addition 
of 500 feet to the equipment, will, with the purchase of a 
chemical engine, bring the Department up to date. 

The purchase of runners for the ladder truck will be of - 
n» particular advantage until the proposed changes are made 
in the Town Building, of which there seems no immediite 
prospect. T must again call your attention to devising some 
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way whereby the officers and men of the Department may 
become familiar with the stairways, means of access to the 
rvof and general plan of the larger buildings on Main street, 
particularly also of the places where oils, paints and explo- 
Sives, especially dynamite, are kept. Had the suggestions 
made last year in regard to inspection and care of chimneys 
been carried out the number of calls for this year wonld have 
been re luced at least 50 per cent.

Committee on Town History. 





The first volume of the Town History comprising its 
annals has been completed to 1870 and is in the hands of 
the printer. It was expected that the entire work would 
have been finished for delivery at this time but a change ot 
plan to include the political history of the town to be nar- 
rated in alternate chapters with the annals, required ‘several 
months of additional research in the libraries at Concord 
and examination of local documents and manuscripts and 
this work has delayed the completion of the book. 

Your committee are confident that the change will add 
to the interest of the work, rendering it more complete and 
to that extent more satisfactory. For more than sixty years 
Littleton has been a factor in the political history of the 
state, engaging the attention of some of its citizens much of 
the time, and all of them a part of the time, and for this 
reason if for no other, should receive adequate consideration 
in a history of the town. 

Several chapters that will follow the annals have al- 
rcady been prepared and the material for the others has 
been gathered and it is expected that the volumes will be 
ready for delivery to subscribers by the first of June. 

The Committee recommend that authority be given 
them by the town to issue circulars for the purpose of ob- 
taining purchasers of the volumes of the town history by 
individuals connected by family relations or otherwise inter- 
ested in the town and its history, libraries and other institu- 
tions; and that the committee be also authorized to exercise 
their d scretion, which is now restricted by former votes, as 
to the number of volumes in which the work shall be bound.

mov N RECORDS. 





By virtue of a vote of the Town at its annual meeting * 
in 1887, the undersigned was appointed by the Selectmen ar 
agent to prepare an index of the town records, then number- 
ing 18 voiumes. All the work but that portion under the 
title of “Highways” was completed and lodged with the 
Town Clerk in 1895. The omitted title could not hive been 
Satisiastorily finished at the time, owing to want of in- 
formati im in regard to tho location of many of tke older 
roads which could not be traced by the description in the 
records and as Ray Gile, C. E., was then engaged in « survey 
of the town, including its highways, for insertion in the 
Town History, it was deemed best to await the completion 
of his work in order to obtain authentic data for this part 
of the work. 

The index his now been finished, with the exception of 
four items, two of which require an examination of the 
County Records, and two, relating to roads at Apthorp, seem 
to be wanting, but may be found on further investigation. 

The work has required alarge «mount of labor covering 
as it does more than 150,000 original entries and filling a 
large volume of some 450 compact pages. In its practically 
completed form it is submitted with the hope that it may 
receive the approval of the citizens of the town, 

Your agent was also instructed to have bound in suitable 
form the check lists used in town meetings in past years, aid 
to index the same. An examination of the lists in the office 
of the Town Clerk, disclosed the fact that they had not been 
preserved in chronological order, and such as were im the 
office represented but a small fraction of the entire number 
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used. It was theretore deemed best to dispense with an in- 
dex of these lists as their broken condition rendered them 
useless for the purpose for which the index was to be used, 
that of tracing the period of the residence of the voter in 
this town.
